The mission: Get digits. 

It’s harder than it sounds for six singles who signed 
up for a three-day, $1,300 boot camp in Chicago this 
weekend to learn the art of seduction and dating 
from a professional coach. Run by 29 -year-old dating 
expert Adam Lyons, the workshop focused on topics 
such as improving body language, learning conversa- 
tion starters and avoiding first-date mistakes. 

Texas-based Lyons, who said he was voted by his 
classmates as the least likely to get a girlfriend at 
age 15, is the master trainer and CEO of the North 
America branch of PUA Training (for pick up artist), 
a self-help program and website targeted toward sin- 
gle men with locations and events in L.A., NewTbrk 
and London. Lyons and other trainers travel every 
month to host seminars and workshops for people 
looking to boost their dating lives. The company was 
founded in 2006. He said the boot camp is part of a 
real male self-help movement that’s different from 
what one might get elsewhere. 

“Read a men’s magazine for advice for what to do 
with girls,” Lyons said Friday during an interview be- 
fore the workshop. “It’s all about how to pull a strip- 
per, how to convince your girlfriend to have a three- 
some. ... What about how to meet a nice girl? What 



about this is a good date? They don’t get that advice 
anywhere.” 

Men who enrolled in the workshop traveled from 
all over the Midwest for reasons that ranged from 
wanting to initiate a serious relationship to meeting 
new people, Lyons said. This seminar was composed 
of men interested in women, but Lyons says his pro- 
gram caters to different sexual orientations. 

Luke Runyon, 21, of Kalamazoo, Mich., signed up 
to gain more confidence and conversation skills. “I’ve 
never really had a lot of friends,” he said. He said he 
was outside his comfort zone, but added, “If my ap-

proach anxiety is gone, it’ll be well worth the price.” 

The first night started Friday with lessons in body 
language and techniques to start conversations. 
Participants in the workshop, which took place at a 
rented meeting room in a downtown condo building, 
learned to initiate conversation by asking basic ques- 
tions, giving compliments or making observations. 

“We kind of think of {meeting new people] like 
Internet dating,” Lyons said. “%u might start talk- 
ing to somebody who’s got a good profile but you 
don’t know if there’s an actual real connection until 
the two of you start exchanging e-mails. We bring 
that online environment into real life. They’re going 
around the bar actually meeting random people and 
then seeing if there’s a real connection once they’re 
talking to them and of course you get better cues in 
real life.” 

The culmination of Friday’s lesson was a group 
outing to John Barleycorn in Wrigleyville. Workshop 
participants went in with the same ground rules: 
Don’t lie and don’t drink; they also agreed not to 
buy drinks for girls or talk to people who were overly 
served. 

All six got phone numbers. Mission accomplished.

Idle controversy 

Tribune probe finds violations of city’s at-rest laws for diesel vehicles 


Chicago Tribune 

Idling diesel-powered vehicles for more than 
three minutes is illegal in Chicago, yet the Tri- 
bune observed dozens of violations during the 
past three months. The fumes are more than an 
acrid nuisance; testing by the newspaper found 
the amount of lung- and heart-damaging soot in 
the air next to idling buses soared up to 30 times 
higher than normal street levels. 

Though Mayor Daley promotes the anti-idling 
law as an example of how he’s made Chicago one 
of the nation’s greenest cities, city officials have 
written only 34 tickets for excessive idling, ac- 
cording to records obtained by the Tribune under 
the Freedom of Information Act. 

More than five years after state legislators 
passed an anti-idling law and a year after Chicago 
enacted its own, tougher version, Chicago Police 
officers haven’t written a single ticket for violating 


the law, records show 

As a result, people routinely are exposed to 
bursts of toxic air pollution as they walk past 
idling tour buses, delivery trucks and other diesel- 
powered vehicles. 

Only two suburbs. Oak Park and Wilmette, 
report writing tickets for violating the Illinois 
anti-idling law, according to a state survey Half of 
the communities that responded said diesel idling 
isn’t an issue. 

“These laws are useless if they aren’t enforced,” 
said Chicago Aid. Brendan Reilly (42nd), who 
pushed for the idling limits in response to com- 
plaints about diesel pollution near hotels, condo 
buildings, schools and tourist attractions. “The 
only way we are going to get the attention of these 
drivers is by handing out tickets and making them 
appear in court.” 

Backed by health groups and embraced by poli- 


ticians and companies seeking to burnish their 
green credentials, anti-idling policies have be- 
come popular in recent years. The Daley admin- 
istration promoted the idea during the city’s un- 
successful bid for the 2016 Olympics, promising 
it would help clean up Chicago’s chronically dirty 
air and encourage companies to save fuel. 

City officials said they’ve spent the past year 
educating fleet operators about the law and train- 
ing city workers to limit idling. 

They have posted warning signs in about a doz- 
en spots where buses congregate, including out- 
side the Adler Planetarium, River North theme 
restaurants and City Hall. 

“The word is getting out,” said Suzanne Malec- 
McKenna, the city’s environment commissioner. 
“We’ve given the fleet operators fair warning 
about the rules and what we’re expecting from 
them.”

Pope: Condom use OK 
in some circumstances

VATICAN CITY Liberal Catholics, 
AIDS activists and health officials on 
Sunday welcomed Pope Benedict’s com- 
ments that using condoms may sometimes 
be justified to stop the spread of the disease. 

“It is a marvelous victory for common 
sense and reason, a major step forward to- 
wards recognizing that condom use can play 
a vital role in reducing the future impact of 
the HIV pandemic,” said Jon O’Brien, head 
of the U.S. group Catholics for Choice. 

The pope spoke out in a new book to 
be published Tuesday called “Light of the 
World: The Pope, the Church, and the 
Sign of the Times.” In the 219 -page book 


the pope also speaks frankly about the pos- 
sibility that he could resign for health rea- 
sons and defends wartime pontiff Pius XII 
against Jewish accusations that he turned a 
blind eye to the Holocaust. 

He says scandals of sexual abuse of minors 
by priests were “an unprecedented shock” 
even though he had followed the issue for 
years, and says he can understand why peo- 
ple might quit the church in protest. 

But it is the section on condoms in the 
book— a long interview with German Cath- 
olic journalist Peter Seewald— that marked 
a crack in the once tightly shut door of 
church policy 


He cites the example of the use of con- 
doms by prostitutes as “a first step towards 
moralization,” even though condoms are 
“not really the way to deal with the evil of 
HIV infection.” 

The original German text and the French 
and English versions of the book refer to a 
male prostitute, but an excerpt in Italian in 
the Vatican newspaper cites a female pros- 
titute. 

While some Catholic leaders and theolo- 
gians have spoken about the limited use of 
condoms to stop the spread of HIV/AIDS 
as the lesser of two evils, this is the first time 
the pope has mentioned the possibility

They didn’t play a game Sunday but the 
Bears heard some good news nonetheless. 

The Green Bay Packers cruised to a 
31-3 romp over their former quarterback 
Brett Favre and Minnesota on Sunday all 
but eliminating the Vikings from the NFL 
playoff picture. 

Aaron Rodgers and Greg Jennings con- 
nected for three touchdowns, and Green 
Bay moved into a first-place tie with the 

Bears in 
the NFC 
North. 
The Bears 
hold an 
edge, how- 
ever, be- 
cause they already have beaten the Packers 
this season. 

Rodgers threw for 301 yards and four 
touchdowns on 22-of-3i passing, hooking 
up with Jennings seven times for 152 yards 
as the Packers (7-3) captured their fourth 
straight win. 

Jennings scored touchdowns in each of 
the last three quarters, part of a 31-0 run to 
end the game for Green Bay James Jones 
also had a touchdown catch in the win. 

“We were aggressive. We attacked them 
vertically and it opened up the middle of 
the field,” Jennings said. 

Rodgers spread the ball out to seven re- 
ceivers, showing up predecessor Brett Fa- 
vre for the second time this season. 

Favre played it fast and loose as usual, 
completing just 17 of his 38 passes for 
208 yards and an interception that the 
Packers converted into a touchdown. 

Adrian Peterson was an afterthought for 
the Vikings (3-7), who trailed for most of 
the game and used one of the NFEs leading 
rushers only sparingly Peterson had 14 ef- 


fective carries for 72 yards and caught one 
pass for 16 yards. 

“It sure was hard for me to walk off the 
field today after a loss like that,” said Favre, 
who was ineffective despite getting one of 
his top pass catchers back. 

Wide receiver Sidney Rice made his 
season debut for the Vikings after missing 
the first nine games following hip surgery, 
finishing with three catches for 56 yards. 
But his return hardly gave Favre and the 
offense a spark. 

Instead, this looth meeting between 
these border-state rivals, likely the last for 
the 41-year-old Favre, was marked by cost- 
ly turnovers, untimely penalties and even 
some sideline shouting by the frustrated 
Vikings to cast further doubt on coach 
Brad Childress’ future with the team. 


The “Go Pack Go!” cry from the Wis- 
consin transplants and travelers grew loud- 
er as the game went on, with Vikings fans 
getting in a few “Fire Childress!” chants for 
good measure. 

It is turning out to be a miserable year 
for the Vikings quarterback. 

Favre, who threw a career-low seven in- 
terceptions last season, has 17 of them this 
year. Opponents have taken his 22 turn- 
overs and turned them into 71 points over 
10 games, and the Vikings— who entered 
the weekend last in the NFL in giveaway- 
takeaway ratio— watched their turnover 
differential fall to minus-13. 

Favre also is facing a review into allega- 
tions that he sent lewd text messages to a 
New York Jets female staff member.

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Johnson wins NASCAR-record fifth straight title 


HOMESTEAD, Fla. Carl Edwards won the race 
andjimmiejohnson— again— won the Chase. 

Edwards held off Johnson to win Sunda/s 
Ford 400 at Homestead-Miami Speedway 
while Johnson came from behind to claim 
his NASCAR-record fifth consecutive Sprint 
Cup Series championship. 

“I am just so proud to be in this position,” 
Johnson said. “I think this year we showed 
what this team is made of 

“We may not have had the most speed, but 
we had the most heart.” 

Sunday’s results added to the NASCAR 
title count for Hendrick Motor sports, which 
won four championships with Johnson’s 
teammate Jeff Gordon in addition to others. 

“I thought we lost it three times in this 
race. It’s unbelievable,” owner Rick Hendrick 
said. “We’ll be going for six next year.” 

“We knew we had to come here and beat 
them,” said Chad Knaus, the No. 48 team’s 


crew chief, “and we beat them, and beat them 
good.” 

Johnson’s title run was helped in part by dif- 
ficulties faced by his two other title contend- 
ers Kevin Harvick and Denny Hamlin during 
the course of the race. 

Johnson trailed Hamlin by 15 points en- 
tering the race, but Hamlin had to recover 
from an early race spin while Harvick had 
to overcome a late-race speeding penalty on 
pit road. In the end, Hamlin trailed Johnson 
by 39 points and Harvick was 41 behind the 
champion. 

Edwards took early control of the race, 
leading 64 of the first 69 laps. 

Hamlin avoided the wall on his Lap 24 
spin, but damaged his front splitter plowing 
through the grass. 

“I appreciate you guys’ efforts all year long,” 
HamHn told crew members over the No. ii 
team’s radio.

Remove and discard seeds. Cut the cleaned squash into 1-inch wedg- 
es and place on a baking sheet. Combine oil & sugar and coat the 
squash wedges. Season squash with salt and pepper to taste. Roast 
in preheated oven for 20-30 minutes or until tender. 



Crib crashing 

Showing up empty-handed to a relative or friend’s 
place for Thanksgiving is not an option. Express your 
gratitude for their hospitality with these low-cost tips. 

Bring it 

When invited to someone’s home, the bare minimum 
you should show up with is a small token gift. Post 
says. Call your host to ask what you can bring, then 
consider giving a gift that puts your (free) talents to 
work. Offer to make the menus or place cards, for ex- 
ample, or assemble a mix of holiday songs. 


Potiuck it 

Hosting the meal doesn’t mean you have to go it alone. 
Thanksgiving’s bounty works best when everyone pitches 
in, says etiquette guru Lizzie Post, the great-great-grand- 
daughter of Emily Post. "In my family everyone brings one 
$5-$10 dish, but when put together it’s a very large, hearty 
spread.” 

Decorate on a dime 

Dressing up your Thanksgiving table is as easy as taking 
a sidewalk stroll, says Zenia Ruiz, co-owner of Pilsen flo- 
rist Flor del Monte. Pick up acorns, pine cones or crunchy 
leaves and put them in a shabby chic vase or old tin con- 
tainer for a cheapie centerpiece. Or use your foliage for fes- 
tive place cards. 

Send leftovers 

Thanksgiving isn’t like a birthday party or shower, when 
you’re obligated to send guests home with a thank-you 
gift. A plate of leftovers more than suffices as a thoughtful 
send-off. Post says. 


Budget bottles 

When on the prowl for a bargain bottle 
to share, check out the discount carts 
at Lush Wine & Spirits in West Town, 
Roscoe Village and University Village 
filled with staff picks priced at less 
than $10. Manager Jane Lopes rec- 
ommends a fruit-friendly Laurent 
Miquel cabernet-syrah blend that 
pairs well with Thanksgiving favor- 
ites. (Lush is closed for the holiday, 
so sneak in on Thanksgiving Eve when the stores are 
open from noon-10 p.m.) 

Show your good sides 

Impress with a portable, budget-friendly side dish 
using lots of ingredients you likely already have on 
hand. Tan recommends this recipe for mashed pota- 
to casserole, using four large russet potatoes, V^ cup 
milk, 14 cup chicken broth, one stick unsalted butter, 
two minced garlic cloves, two teaspoons Dijon mus- 
tard, two teaspoons salt, four large eggs and one 
tablespoon chives. 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Dice potatoes and 
boil in water until tender. Combine milk, broth, but- 
ter, garlic, mustard and salt in a saucepan and heat 
until warmed. Drain potatoes & place in large bowl. 
Whip potatoes with hand mixer, slowly adding broth 
mixture until creamy. Add eggs one at a time until 
incorporated and fold in chives.
